Doctor McCollum's originel letter read, in part, as 
follows: 


"I heve just hed the privilege of: seeing in advance of 
publication some of the results of the investigstions cerried out by Dr. E.F. 
Kohman of the Netional Canners Association Research Laboretory, on preserving the 
antiscorbutic factor in canned foods and also on protecting cens against perfora- 
tion. This is one of the finest pieces of investigetion that hes come to my 
notice in recent times, end J want to congratulate you."

At the annual meeting of the National Food Brokers Asso- 
ciation in Buffelo, in January, the Association revised its code of ethics to ine 
Clude a provision to the effect that the food broker who also engages in the 
Speculative merchandising of food products is unethical. ) 
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Senetor Copeland Declares Canned Foods Give Good end Stren;th. 


Senator Royrl S. Goyelend, cf New York. preises cenned 
foods in widely syndicated rrcticle. Senator Copeland writes, in pait, as 
follows: 


"Pruit and vegetevles must be e pert of tae dietary. The 
eenners have placed them at our disposul. We are wise if we use them. Then, if 
we live aright otherwise, heelth will ebound. 


"Every eerth-grown or earth-rcised thing we put up in 
cans ie a seasonable thing. 


"Tt is a product of the flush season, or the fruit of the 
autumn, or the summer vegetables. The reason for cenning these articles is to 
care for the surplus, to make the food available in other seesonse 


"Fruit canning has been one of the household arts since 
the beginning of modern times. In old days, vegetables were kept in their natural 
state, stored away in the celler, or buried in out-of-door pits. 


"The canning seeson is a busy time in tie rura) districts, 
but in the cities the fundrmente] products are too expensive to preserve» But 
even in the country districts commercially canned foods are growing in populerity. 
In the advevtising pages of the current magazines are coiored inserts, showing 


tempting pictures of delicious canned fruits end vegetebles. It makes you hungry 
to gaze upon them. * * * 


"We ennnot disregard the healthful effects of the pleasur- 
able sensations received through nose and eye. keflexly, these delightful feel- 


ings act upon appetite, and you recall the old quotrtion, ‘Digestion waits on 
appetite.' 


"Fruit and vegetables should be a part of your diet every 
dey. It would be better to have them e part of every meal. I am firmly convinced 
thet the canners ere contributing to the good health of the people by making fruit 
and vegetables avcileble for this purpose throughout the year. 


"Certain vegetables like spinach, tomatoes, string beans, 
and others of unusual health value, particularly to children, are placed et the 
deily disposal of the household. Foods which contain the tangible iron content 
or the intangible vitamins ere constantly within reach, 


“When I think about the commercial cennors, I cannot help 
rejoicing thet they heave given so recl a contrivution to the. public welfare. They 
have mede it possible to convert heretofore wasted products of gerden, orch rd, 
end field into invaluable foodstuffs. In this way the crnners help tie producers. 
Then by doing the canning they give us the food we need to werd off scurvy and 
Other so-called ‘deficiency diseases.' 


"Ie is assumed that the canned foods under discussion are 
Mede of ripe and sound material, end put up with pure canning substances. The 
label will say this, but it must mean what it says. 


"The housewife should learn where pure brands are to be 
found, and should purchase only the best within her rench."

Net Weight Declarstion Recuired \on Canned artichokes. 


Responding to oan enquiry from the Cenners 
cietion regarding the declaration required on canned artichokes, P.j.Dunber, 
eting Chief of the Burecu of Chemistry, roplies as follows: 


. “The Burewu ie of che opinion thet the quentity of con= 
tents of cenned erticnokee should be declerod in terme of the net weight of the 
drained contents. There will be no objection, however, to on eddition:] statee- 
ment of the number of artichokes contained in eech cen if the manufacturer so 
¢esirer, provided that this statement is made in such o nannor as not to deceive 

the purch:ser. 


"It is sug,ested that this mnufectyrcr take adven- 
tage of thet portion of the net weight smendment which wekee it permissible to 
declere the net contents of foods in terms of the rinimum weight. This mi,ht 
mmewnet facilitate the difficulty in declaring the net contents cf «rtichokes 
since this product shows such « greet variation depending on the number of erti- 
chokee contained in each can." 


Supreme Court Bens blenket Seerch of Corporition pooks. 


According to a decision of the United Stntes Supret.e 
Court, blanket search by the Feders)] Trade Commission into private pspers, on 
the possibility thet such papers mey disclore evidence of crime, is banned. 


Two petitions hec been filed in the court by tue comaise 
sion to require the ,mericen Tobacco Vompany °nd the P.Lorrilard Compeny to pro- 
duce records, contracts, and correspondence for inspection and meking copies. 

The Commission is investigating, the tobacco situxtion as to domestic and export 
trade, with perticuler reference to merket price mroducers, etc., under o resolu- 
tion passed by the Senete in 1921. 


The Supreme Court declared thet the ri,ht of accese given 
by the stetute is to documentary evidence--not to all documents, but to such docu- 
ments es ere evidence. The decision oer on to sry: 


"The enplogies of the lew do not allow the party wonting 
evidence to cell for ell documents in order, to see if they do not contein it. 
Some ground must be shown for supposing thet the documents called for do contrin 
it. Formerly in equity the ground must be found in admissions in the enswers We 
&ssume thet the rule to be «pplied here is more liberal, but still © ground met 
be lnid end the demand must be reesonrble. /. yeneral subpoens in the form of 
these petitions would be band. fome evidence of the metorivlity of the prpers de- 
mended must be produced." 
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
